TO THE COMMISSIONERS OF SULLIVAN COUNTY :— ; 

Since assuming the duties of the office, April 1, 1899, I have in- 
stituted fifty-two criminal prosecutions, arising in the towns of Plain- 
field, Claremont, Charlestown, Newport, Grantham, Langdon, Unity 
and Washington, comprising embezzlement, rape, robbery, breaking 
and entering, assault, selling or keeping for sale spirituous or malt 
liquors, search and seizure, keeping gambling house and complaints 
for offences against the police of towns. There have been nine in- 
dictments, two prison sentences, two sentences ‘‘mittimus to issue on 
call of Solicitor,’’ and five are now on the docket with respondents 
recognized for next term. In conformity with'the statute no fines, 
costs or other moneys belonging to the County have been paid to me. 
The County is not a party in any civil suit, and the criminal business 
since said April 1st has been small, and the expenses correspondingly 
reduced.

REPORT OF PHYSICIAN. 


TO THE COMMISSIONERS OF SULLIVAN COUNTY :— 

There were thirteen deaths at the County Farm dure the year, 
from the following diseases: Cancer, 1; paresis, 1; pneumonia, 3; 
scalding, 1; paralysis, 2; injury, 1; brain disease, 1; senile ‘oaneeea 
1; chronic rheuinatism, 1; old age, 1., The number of births, 2. The 
cases of pneumonia were all old people, and recovery could not be 
expected in their case. All the other deaths were from incurable 
diseases, except the two unfortunate ones from accident; one of them 
an old man, who fell down stairs and injured his head so badly that 
he only lived a short time ;the other a child, who sat down ina pail of» 
boiling water and was so badly burned that he only lived two hours. 
In my opinion there is no better institution of its kind anywhere than 
our own Sullivan County Farm. The officers are very considerate 
and indulgent to the inmates, and especially so to those who are sick. 
The sanitary condition of the institution is good.
